Obey Food Rules, Hoover Pleads, 
Save 300,000,000; Cool to Ration 


By GRANT DILLMAN 


WASHINGTON, May 13—(UP)—Former President Herbert Hoover called on Ameri- 
cans Monday night to obey the “rules” of food*conservation to prevent the “most gigantic 
problem of mass starvation in the world’s history.” 


The 71-year-old ex-President told the American Agriculture Editors’ 
the “rules” include the farmer selling grain under the Government’s bonus program, the

housewife conserving food and the control of food in trade channels. 


He was giad to report, he said, 
that there is no mass starvation 
in the world now. 

But he warned that a stop in 
the flow of food overfeas would 
mean death to 300,000,000 persons. 
He estimated that 800,000,000 per- 
sons are in danger of going 
hungry. 

His statistics on the extent of 
the global food crisis were the 
most impressive ever disclosed. 
‘CAN MASTER’ IT 

They came after Mr. Hoover 
_sikad given a cool reception to sug- 
gestions that the United States 
resume food rationing this summer 
to help feed the world. Mr. Hoov- 
er repeated that voluntary efforts 
ere the real key to the situation. 

If the U. S. and the world can 
achieve real co-operation, he said, 
“we can master this situation.” 


He said one step Americans 


could take would be to cut their 
consumption of bread to two 
pounds a week. This, he said, 


would permit shipment of more | 


wheat overseas. 

“Bread is not only the symbol 
of life,” 
symbol of stability of govern- 
ment.” 

Mr. Hoover added that it is vital 
to the peace that the stability of 
government be maintained. He 
said the world needed moral re- 
— more than anything 


“The first step,” he said, “is to 
instill in the mind of the world 
that compassion still lives.” 


Emerging from a White House 
conference at which he reported 
to President Truman on his glob- 
al relief survey, Hoover told cor- 
respondents he believed it was still 
early to talk of rationing. 

Besides, he said, voluntary con- 
servation measures probably 
would save more food for foreign 
relief than any enforced program. 
He said he would tell the people 
how to conserve when he goes on 
the air next Friday night in a na- 
tionwide broadcast from Chicago. 

The former President said he 
had received a new assignment 
from President Truman to go to 
South America in search of more 
food for the famine areas of Eu- 
rope and Asia. He expects to 
leave in about two weeks. 
PRESENT PROBLEM 

Hoover emphasized that the im- 
mediate problem confronting the 
have and have-not nations is to 
get through the critical period be- 
tween now and the end of the 


1946 harvest season in August and | 


September. 

He said any talk of rationing is 
premature, since the food-produc- 
ing nations have not had time to 
decide how to meet the threat of 
a continuing relief crisis carrying 
over into 1947. 

His remarks were prompted by 
reports that Economic Stabilizer 
Chester Bowles was considering 
asking President Truman to re-

in August, if the situation fails 
to improve. 

Hoover said he believed the im- 
mediate relief problems of the 
next few months could be met 
through the new  internationa!

Senate, House Approve 


Truman Housing Bill 


WASHINGTON, May 13—(UP)—The Senate and House Monday 


completed action on President Truman’s Emergency Housing Bill 
'and sent it to the White House for signature. 


The measure calls for 2,700,000 
new, low-cost homes by the end 
‘of 1947, with veterans getting 
preference. It is a com 
-version of conflicting bills passed 
by both chambers. 

| It ineludes a bitterly debated 
/$400,000,000 subsidy grant to spur 
| production of scarce building ma- 
‘terials. The House refused the 
fund at first but finally accepted 
it after Senate and House agents 
worked out the compromise. 

The House passed the bill on a 
roll. call vote of 298 to 71. The 
Senate accepted it by voice vote. 
| Housing Administrator Wilson 
Wyatt is understood to be réady 
‘to assume charge of the emer- 
gency building program as soon 
as President Truman gives him the 
| go-ahead. 
| The House version represents a 
‘considerable watering-down of the 
original construction program re- 
quested by the Administration.

LEVY NOT ‘WAGES’

did not constitute “wages” and 
hence was not subject to Govern- 
ment wage controls.

Lewis made known his payroll 
demand during a vigorous hour- 
long presentation of his case for a 
health and welfare fund. He em- 
phasized that he had never asked 
for a royalty in the two months of 
1946 conferences, and that other 
persons had merely assumed that 
would be his demand because he 
had made it last year. 

SAFETY DISCUSSED 

The log jam in the current ne- 
gotiations broke with a rush Mon- 
day when the operators agreed to 
the $3,000,000 demand.

Maconite Reads of Fortune---But 


MACON, May 13—(UP)—A Ma- 
con carpenter who read in the 
paper Monday morning that he 
had inherited a $145,000 estate be- 
gan to wonder whether he really 
had acauired such a fortune. 

A man who identified himself as 
C. R. Curtis, of San Djego, tele- 


phoned the Macon Telegraph Sun- 
day night and asked aid in locat- 
ing a carpenter named William 
Johnston who, he said, had be- 
friended a German couple in 1926 
by lending them money to pay 
property taxes. 


The couple, Mr. and Mrs. M. P. 
Hille, had passed away, the caller 
said, and in appreciation of John- 
ston’s financial aid they had kept 
their promise to remember him 
in their will. Johnston, he said, 
should contact a banker in San 
Diego named George Bailey, who 
was handling details. 

But the United Press checked 
in San Diego and found that the 
only Mrs. M. P. Hille listed was 
very much alive. No banker 
named George Bailey could be 
found. Mrs. Hille recalled know- 
ing a man named William John- 
ston who ‘was a grocery store 
operator and carpenter in San 
Diego in 1926. She said this Wil- 
liam Johnston had borrowed $100 
and never had repaid it. That, she 
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said, was the only dealing she 
| had had with him. 

Curtis, who said he was leaving 
for Atlanta to continue his search, 
could not be located in either Ma- 
con or Atlanta. 

Johnston was perplexed. 

“I remember Curtis from a long 
time ago,” said Johnston, “He used 
to be one of my painters.” 

As the story was told to the 
Macon Telegraph, it sounded very 
plausible. Curtis said all the heirs 
— and he was one of them—must 
get together so that all bequests 
might be settled in accordance 
with California law. He told how 
he had traced Johnston from city 
to city and how the trail appar- 
ently got hot in Macon. 

Yet, instead of remaining in Ma- 
con to see his search through, Cur- 
tis said he was going to Atlanta 
to look for Johnston there. 


Johnston said he had received 


no official word about his newly- 
acquired fortune and all he knew 


was what he had read in the pa- 
per. 

“I’m going to try to find out 
something from San Diego,” he 
said. “I know some people out 
there who can find out.” 


“There’s one thing I can say,” 
he continued. “I didn’t borrow any 
$100 from the Hilles. I remember 
them very well. They used to live 
right across the street from me.” 


Johnston was reached by report- 
ers shortly after he had read 
about the search for him. Asked 
what he would do with the money, 
he said, “Well, it’s a little too ear- 
ly to say, but maybe I’ll retire or 
go back into business and continue 
to build houses—my life’s work. 
Houses are badly needed now.” 


Monday Johnston was even 
more uncertain as to his future.

China's Ho, 
Harassed, 
Quits Army 


Military Chieftain 
Flays Red Opponent 
As Instigator of War 


NANKING, May 13—(UP)—~— 
His Manchurian forces routed and 
his qpositions in North China 
threatened by Communist troops, 
Gen. Ho Ying-Chin resigned Mon- 
day as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Chinese Nationalist Army “to 
make way for a younger man.” 

In announcing hig resignation, 
Ho accused Communist Gen. Chou 
En-Lai of trying to “instigate civil 
war” in China and “involving the 
Russians, if he can,” while the 
Nationalist Government was try- 
ing through peaceful means to end 
the civil strife. 

RAIL CENTERS PERILED 

Meanwhile these reports came 
from the battletorn areas of 
China: 

Communist troops were report- 


ed encircling Peiping and Tient- 
sin, chief rail centers in North 
China, to cut off supplies to Gov- 
ernment forces in Southern Man- 
churia. | 

More than 50,000 Communists 
were said to be massing on the 
outskirts of Tientsin. Both Com- 
munist and Government-controlled 
newspapers reported attacks on 
the Peiping-Tientsin-Mukden rail- 
way and on trunk lines heading 
toward Manchuria. 


A United Press dispatch from 
Peiping Monday said two United 
States Marines were critically 
wounded when the Tientsin-Ching- 
wangtao express train was fired 
on by “unidentified riflemen” last 
Fr iday, “ ‘ 

U. S. Marine Corps North China 
headquarters is in Tientsin and 
other Marines are stationed at 
Peiping, Chingwangtao and Tang- 
shan, where they are guarding a 
Sino-British coal mine. All these 
cities are threatened by Commu- 
nist forces. 

FORCES SPLIT 


In Manchuria, field dispatches 
dicated Government armies have 
been split into two forces—north 
and south of Szepingkai. Part of 
the Chinese Ist Army was report- 
ed to have crossed the Taitze 
(Prince) River on the road to 
Kungchuling, 45 miles southwest 
of Changchun. The Communist 
New China daily reported a bitter 
battle is raging at Kaiyuan, south 
of Szepingkai. 

In Central China, Communists 
were massed on the north bank of 
the Yangtze River, between Nan- 
king and Shanghai. A Govern- 
ment military spoResman estimat- 
ed “enemy” forces in North Kiang- 
su province at 70,000 and admitted 
the situation was “dangerous.” 

“Ho, who formerly was War Min- 
ister for 30 years, is one -of the 
Koumintang’s (Government Par- 
ty) leading anti-Communists. Dur- 
ing the war he was accused sev- 
eral times—by Allied officers as 
well as Communists—of using his 
best troops to blockade the Com- 
munists rather than to fight the 
Japanese. He also was charged 
with attacking Communist gueril- 
las who were fighting the Japan- 
ese.

Atlanta-Miami 
Direct Telephone 
Link Promised 


Atlanta within a few months 
| will have direct telephone connec- 
tion with Miami and Key West by 
a new coaxial cable, according to 
a dispatch from Washington. The 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion has just given permission for 
the construction of such a line 
at a cost of $3,594,000, the dis- 
patch adds. 


The FCC issued this permit to 
the Southern Bell Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. in connection with 
the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. Hal Dumas, President 
of the Southern Company, said 
last night the line is already com- 
pleted from Atlanta into Jackson- 
ville and will get into Miami 
some time this fall. 

The coaxial cable, explained 
Dumas, is a land telegraph cable 
capable of producing better long- 
distance results as well as being 
able to take care of eventual de- 
velopments in television. It is a 
comparatively new thing in tele- 
phone lines, he continued, and 
consists of coaxial tubes which 
produce better sound effects over 
long-distance wires. 

“The Southern Bell Telephone 
& Telegraph Co.,” said Dumas, “is 
now engaged in building one of 
these land cables from Atlanta to 
the Pacific coast. We are now just 
through Mississippi and ready to 
enter Louisiana.” 

The coaxial cable for telephone 
usage, Dumas said, is the result 
of 10 years of research, but the 
Company began to build such ca- 
bles only three years ago.

Printed in 
Atlanta Shop 


The case of the “fake and false” 


handbills distributed during the | 
Jimmy Carmichael rally at Moul- | 
trie Saturday is one step nearer 
solution with the discovery that 


10,000 of them were ordered from 
an Atlanta printing shop. 


The shop’s records show that a 
man paid $37.05 for 10,000 six-by- 
nine-inch posters last Wednesday. 
On Friday, the day before the 
rally, he called for them at the 
shop. 

Between midnight and 6 a. m. 
Saturday, the handbills were dis- 
tributed in the Moultrie area. 
They read: “Big Carmichael Rally, 
Moultrie, Mr. Carmichael especial- 
ly invites his colored friends. A 
barbecue for everybody, a good 
time will be had by all. Satur- 
day, 2 p. m.” | 

The print shop official who took 
the order told a Constitution re- 
porter that last Wednesday was 
the first time he had seen the man. 
Since the shop handles countless 
orders daily, the official said, he 
did not pay too much attention to 
the man. He recalled his being 
about five feet seven inches tall, 
about 165 to 170 Ibs., brown hair, 
brown eyes, prortuding chin, rud- 
dy, sun-burned complexion, weil 
dressed and apparently a man of 
means and good education. 


Two other handbills with the 
same wording but printed in dif- 
ferent type also were discovered 
in Moultrie, it was heard yester- 
day. The Atlanta print shop made 
no effort to hide the fact it had 
printed some of the hand bills since 
the shop’s Union number was 
printed clearly on each poster, a 
shop official said. 


Meanwhile, the Georgia Bureau 
of Investigation appeared to be 
following the same trail. A GBI 
investigator yesterday afternoon 
quizzed personnel of the shop, but 
results of this investigation were 
nat known last night.

Development of Stone Mountain Memorial Park at a cost of $1,750,-| 
000 is seen as assured with Gov. Arnall’s promise of necessary co- * 
operation from the State Highway Department. 


Speaking last night before the 
annual meeting of the DeKalb 
County Chamber of Agriculture 
and Commerce, the Governor 
promised diversion of the present) 
State Highway, which passes the 
base of the mountain, to a dis- 
tance approximately a mile away. 

The old stretch of State High- 
way will be taken over by De- 
Kalb County as a toll road for the 
Stone Mountain State Park. 

As’ soon as the contract is let 
for the new road construction, 
DeKalb County will be able to is- 
sue $1,750,000 worth of revenue 
certificates to finance develop- 
ment of the Stone Mountain proj- 
ect, Scott Candler, County, Com- 
missioner, said. 

The certificates will be repaid 
by revenue gained at the toll 
road, he explained. 

Gov. Arnall, in his speech last 
night at Clarkston High school, 
definitely committed himself to 
start the road under his adminis- 
tration which ends in January. 

Included in the plans for the 
mountain development is a tunnel, 
entering from the north side and 
going into the heart of the rock 
deposit, Candler said. The tunnel 
will end at an elevator in the 
center of the rock, This elevator 
will rise 970 feet to the top of the 
rock. 

The park will be jointly spon- 
sored by the DeKalb Chamber of 
Agriculture and Commerce and 
DeKalb County. 

After organization a board of 
directors will be selected to gov- 
ern the project. 

Upon promising the road and 
sanctioning the Stone Mountain 
project, Gov. Arnall praised local 
effort in developing tourist attrac- 
tions throughout the State. 

“We must recognize increasing- 
ly the importance of. tourist at- 
tractions in Georgia,” the Gover- 
nor declared. “We in Georgia are 
particularly adapted to cash in on 
a money crop. This crop is the 
great stream of tourists which 
passed through Georgia each 
year.” 

He called for development of at- 
tractions by lagal people to get 
the greatest amount of care in the 
planning of the projects.

| The Fiddles 
Of Our Fathers 


In so far as the more exhibitionist social 
graces are concerned, I am decidedly unsocial to 
the point of being unsocial to a fault.

28 issue carried an item on starva- 
tion in Europe. 

In the American zone of occu- 
pied Germany it states that the 
average German has four slices of 
bread, four potatoes, a little fish 
and sometimes a bit of cheese per 
day, but no meat. 

Just how in hell can the average 
German get four slices of bread 
per day and four potatoes when 
practically all U. S. Army trainees 
at Fort McClellan get three very 
thin slices of bread per day. One 
per meal. The average loaf of 


Army bread was intended to be 
sliced in 16 slices. We now have 
definite instructions to get 20 
slices per loaf. About 10 percent 
of the company may get a second 
slice if they are lucky. 

The average trainee would not 
know what to do if he received 
four whole potatoes in one day. 
They do get meat.

I Remember the KKK 
From Way Back When 


It was not: long after I first went to work 

for The Constitution, it must have been in 1913, 

" : when I had my first contact with the Ku Klux 
Klan. It was in the very beginning. 

This fellow Simmons came into the news room one day. He was 
a fraternal organizer and he didn’t look very prosperous. Wore 
one of those long, black jimswinger coats and a_ broad-brimmed 
wool hat. But the coat was not so black as it had been, turning 
a little green around the seams, and the hat’s sweatband wasn’t 
functioning too well. He wore some fraternal order badges on the 
breast of the coat. 

He had worked out the mumbo-jumbo of this new Klan he en- 
visaged. All the stuff about Klaverns and Kligraps, and so on. He 
had really gone to town with Kay. 

As I remember his visit, he had gotten a few fellows to be 
charter members of this new order he planned. Perhaps a dozen, 
perhaps a score. He had already dreamed up the idea of holding 
his first ceremonial on Stone Mountain. And he thought some news- 
paper publicity would help him, would bring in new members. It 
was evident what he sought was a new organization of which he 
could be the head, with all the financial emoluments attached there- 
to. He wanted to attract a lot of members, with the substantia! rake- 
off on initiation fees that would come to him as top man. 

Well, he held his ceremonial! and I believe we gave him a little 
story. If I remember correctly, the story sort of poked fun at him, 


in a gentle sort of way. 

: : After that, Simmons’ Klan idea laid dormant 
Nothing Stirred for some years. Until, with the ending of 
World War I, E. Y. Clarke looked around for some scheme to utilize 
the publicity staff and office he had created during the war to 
direct various drives for funds. The big, wartime fund-raising cam- 
paigns ended with the Armistice of November, 1918, and Clarke 
was looking for new,. profitable jobs for himself and his staff. He 
heard of the dormant Klan. He made a deal with Simmons. As I 
understand it, Clarke and his organization got exclusive rights to 
seek new members and got $8 out of each $10 initiation fee. 

A little later they organized a manufacturing company to make 
the sheets and masks and other Klan regalia. Members had to buy 
their stuff from this company and the profits were—well, substantial. 

It was under the driving energy of the member-seeking organi- 
zation Clarke headed that the Klan spread in the early 1920s, spread 
pretty well all over the country. Clarke himself made big money. 
Some said in the millions. Made it and spent it and lost it.

~ : It was inevitable, with such a rich source of revenue, 
Rivalries there should be rivalries and factions in the upper 
hierarchy of the KKK. There was at least one murder. And the 
Klan leadership split. Simmons was put out, though with a nice 
sum to keep him comfortable through old age. 

Hiram Evans became the top man. Later others. 

And the Klan created its own era of scandals and abuse and mob 
disturbance and, in a decade or so, became comparatively quiescent, 
almost moribund. 

Now, I hear and read, they are trying to revive it. They believe 
there are a lot of new $10 initiation fees to be collected, with $8 
commission for the member-getters. And there'll be new regalia 
to be made and sold, as soon as cheap sheeting is again procurable. 

Isn't there, though, a law now on the books of Georgia which 
prohibits the wearing of masks in public? If there is, and if it is 
enforced, it should lessen the danger. For the type of men who fall 
for the Klan dope is, generally speaking, the type that is lured, 
chiefly, by the anonymity of the mask. Without they'd be self- 


conscious, even ashamed. It is to be hoped. 

I recall, years ago, watching a Klan parade 
Those Shoes 4, \cush’ the heart of Atlanta. After dark. They 
marched in single file, to make the parade longer, make it seem 
more impressive. They wore the masks and the sheets. 

So I watched the walking feet. I wouldn’t say marching, 
they didn’t keep step, they just shambled along, one after the other. 
And I noticed one odd thing. The shoes they wore. 

You’ve seen the shoes worn by tramps, hoboes? They are usu- 
ally old, mishaped. And, almost always, the toes of the shoes turn 
'way up, bent that way by overuse. Well, a high proportion of the 
shoes in that parade were like that. Old and worn and upbent, 
rather pitiful. 

For a long time afterwards I never saw a pair of shoes like 
that without wondering if the wearer hadn’t been wearing a sheet 


and mask in that parade.

Congress Plays 
Politics With Loan 


WASHINGTON—Much of the opposition te 
the $3,750,000,000 loan the British are seeking 
from us may be written off as political. 

There are those, it is true, who are opposed to the loan on more 
sincere grounds. They take the position that, with our present 
heavy national debt, we should not add further to the burden by 
making outlays in the form of loans to foreign governments. 

The money, it is argued, could better be applied to our own 
obligations. 

Another group of opponents takes the orthodox view that, as 
a matter of sound business policy, we should not make a further 
loan to a debtor nation which still has a long-standing debt to us 
undischarged. 

This is in reference to the loan of some $4,000,000,000 which we 
made to the British during and after World War I, in which titey 
later defaulted. Before advancing additional funds, it is contended, 
we should insist on some settlement of the old account. 

That is the way any reputable banker would handle a similar 


matter. 

4° . . But while points of this kind con- 
Political Considerations <iitute more or less solid ground 
for opposition to the loan, it appears nonetheless true that many 
of the criticis of the bill are guided entirely by political consid- 
erations. 

Here is the way the politics of the matter shapes up. Once the 
loan is approved, the way will be open for political demagogues 
to set themselves up as opponents of Senators and Congressmen 
voting for the bill. 

The issue they will raise will be along the line that Congress 
has voted to give away $3,750,000,000 of the taxpayers’ money when 
the funds are needed for more legitimate purposes at home. The 
British, it will be argued, will never repay. 

As an illustration, our veterans of the late war will and can 
be told that with the same amount of government appropriations 
each of them could be provided with a bonus of some $2,000 in cash. 

As an appeal to the farmers of the country, the demagogues will 
be able to point out that with the same amount of government aid 
the entire farm mortgage indebtedness of the nation could be wiped 


It is the sort of crack-pot appeal that can be used by the politi- 
cal shysters to good advantage. Every man who votes for the loan 
will be liable to this sort of a charge. Each one of them will be 
put on the defensive. 

In other words, it is far easier politically to vote against the 
loan than to support it. 

No one is going to take offense particularly if the loan is re 
jected—excepts perhaps the British. The positive politics of the 
issue lies on the opposition side. 

But the demagogues will be able to raise holy hades against those 


supporting it, if the loan is passed. 

It may shock the conscience of more naive 
May Shock Some elements in our population to be told that 
Congress is susceptible to influences of the kind. Unfortunately, 
however, it is all too true. 

The business of getting re-elected is an important part of the 
business of being a statesman. A statesman cannot continue to serve 
in a public capacity unless he is able to get re-elected. Hence many 
of our national legislators often feel compelled to sacrifice prin- 
ciples for political expediency. 

The chances are that the British loan would be approved over- 
whelmingly by both branches of Congress if it were considered 
entirely on its merits and by a secret ballot. It is the threat of 
some opponent raising his head and using the loan as an issue that 
is responsible for most of the fuss raised. 

The country can be assured that our government leaders, our 
experts in the field of finance and world economic conditions, would 
not be so unanimous in approving the loan if it were not desirable 
from a number of reasons to do so. 

We have determined that the restoration of world economic con- 
ditions to a normal level requires that Britain be granted such a 
loan. There is no other place she can get it outside of the United 
States. 

Amendments offered to the bill such as the one that would have 
given us title to the Atlantic bases leased to us for 99 years by 
the British were only intended to scuttle the loan. 

By the time our present leaseholds expire some 95 years hence 
the bases will be of no practical value for defense purposes. By 
that time the improvements in modern methods of warfare will be 
such that we will be flying over the islands at such speeds and at 
such heights that they cannot be seen.

Tears Into 
‘His Meat' 


Of all the loud abuse of John 
L. Lewis on the occasion of his 
latest disturbance of national econ- 
omy, convenience and peace, the 
most impudent and hypocritical 
outburst comes from Harold Ickes. 


Mr. Ickes says Lewis is arrogant 
and insultingly dictotorial. These 
compliments come from a man 
who has described himself. as a 
curmudgeon, meaning an avara- 
cious, miserly, churlish fellow and, 


by extension, a surly one, boorish 


and jll-bred, 

From Mr. Ickes, a member of 
the cabinet throughout the Roose- 
velt rule, we now hear that Lewis 
collects and disburses the dues of 
the coal miners at will, that he 
hires and fires his subordinate na- 
tional officials with only a pre- 
tense of electoral process and that 
President Truman ought to “put 
him in his place.” 


Ickes, for Lewis was ever thus, 
even when he and Ickes and the 
late President Roosevelt were po- 
litical allies. 


IN 1936, Lewis contributed half 
a million dollars from the miners’ 
treasury to Roosevelt’s campaign 
fund. This was done arbitrarily 
but the money was welcome and 
Ickes publicly raised no question. 

Throughout the organization 


campaign of the CIO, Lewis again 
arbitrarily and wilfully dipped in- 
to the miners’ treasury for money 
to promote the fight. This cam- 
paign degenerated into violent in- 
surrection against local and State 
governments in Ohio, Michigan 
and Pennsylvania in which Com- 
munists led organized combat 
teams, factories were gutted, whole 
cities were terrorized and lives 
were lost. This was no affair of 
the coal miners. Their union was 
legally supposed to exist for the 
sole purpose of bargaining with 
their employers. Instead, however, 
their treasury was financing a gi- 
gantic new political and economic 
power which was to be the ally 
of the Roosevelt party. Ickes held 
his tongue. 


At a certain stage, Lewis left 
the American Federation of Labor 
and fired William Green, its Presi- 
dent, from the office of Secretary- 
Treasurer of the ‘United Mine 
Workers, This was an early notori- 
ous example of that whimsical 
hiring and firing of subordinate 
national officials. Ickes’ indigna- 
tion was controlled. 


In 1940, having upbraided Roose- 
velt for ingratitude for his $500,- 
000, Lewis suported Wendell Will- 
When Willkie was beaten, 
Lewis resigned the presidency of 
the CIO, which paid no salary. He 
withdrew his miners from the CIO, 
and thus ceased to pay the CIO a 
per capita tax of about $30,000 a 
month. Furthermore he sent a be- 
lated bill to the CIO for money 
advanced from the miners’ treas- 
ury to finance the organization 
campaign. 


PHILIP MURRAY, a Vice Presi- 
dent of the miners’ union, insisted 
that this money had been a contri- 
bution, not a loan. Lewis fired him 
as he had fired Green, and Mur- 
ray became President of the CIO. 
By this time, Ickes should have 
been aware that Lewis handled 
the money, wilfully and hired and 
fired subordinate officers in the 
same way. 


And now, Mr. Ickes calls on 
President Truman to “put Lewis 
in his place.” 

What place? 


Isn’t Lewis in his “place” right 
now? And who put him there but 
Mr. Roosevelt with the hearty co- 
operation and approval of Mr. 
Ickes? . 

Ickes was deeply implicated in 
the creation of this Frankenstein 
monster and all others like him. 
Some of, these others, similarly 
created by the Wagner Act, have 
tied up the nation’s reconversion 
in automobiles, electrical goods 
and communications. 


THE ONLY difference between 
Lewis and these others, against 
whom no Criticism is heard from 
Ickes, is that Lewis is the ablest 
of them all.

The Miners 
; Take It Easy 


re BIRMINGHAM, 
> ah : while the creeping paralysis of the coal strike 

ee: * slowly spread thoughout the nation’s industry, 
I went with a burr-voiced old Scotsman named John Hanratty to 
a meeting of one of the coal-mining unions under his jurisdiction. 

It is a union of some 1,200 members, about evenly divided be- 
tween white and Negro miners. About 300 of them were present, 
with the Negroes in a slight majority. The meeting opened with 
the singing of a hymn which went “Keep your faith in Jesus. He 
will return,” and with a long prayer by a Negro member in which 
he pleaded that men should live in Christian harmony. 


As the session started, the membership began to file up to the 
desk of the Vice President, a Negro, to whisper the password in his 
ear, but since this was a special meeting, and not a regular business 
session, the President, a white man, announced that identification 
by password ,wasn’t necessary. The President then read a letter 
from John L. Lewis, thanking the Union for a telegram they had 
sent him telling him they were back of him, and assuring them he 
was doing the best he could for them. The Financial Secretary, a 
Negro, then read the original telegram from the Union to Lewis. 
At the reading of both messages there was some shouting and some 
applause. 
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Ala.—The other afternoon, 


° Mr. Hanratty then spoke. He told 
No Pickets Necessary them that he was glad to see that in 
the sixth week of the strike there had been no effort to go back 
to the mines. “Not a picket has had to be placed at any mine in 
the Birmingham area,” he said. He then told them again what 
they already knew—that Lewis was up there carrying out their 
orders that they should have a welfare fund. He talked about 
mining being more dangerous than war, and about more men being 
killed and wounded in mines, in proportion to numbers, than were 
killed and wounded:in battle. He told them that provision for the 
families of killed and injured miners was inadequate. There were 
some shouts of “Amen” as he talked. Ofre colored member was 
so loud in his enthusiasm he had to be shushed.-: When Hanratty 
sat down, the President made a little talk along the same lines 
and then he called for a rising vote of confidence in John L. Lewis. 
Only a few did not stand. 

Then a succession of members got up and talked about how well 
everybody was getting along, even after six weeks of going without 
pay. Nobody was starving, they said, and everybody was de- 
termined to stick it out until their demands were met. There were 
many references to “our great leader.” One said, “They say he’s 
drunk with power. I say let’s keep him drunk.” 

They closed the meeting with the singing of ‘““Amazing Grace,” 
the sound of the song ringing out through the windows of the two- 
story union-owned building, over empty streets and stores where 
people wandered idly, or sat in little groups, talking. 

After the meeting I talked to some of them. They were anxious 
to prove that they can stay out as long as they have to, that they 
are living well. They took out wallets to show me folding money. 
They lifted jackets to show where they had let their belts out a 
notch because they were getting fat. They didn’t talk much about 
the welfare issue. They talked of backing their leader. 


They told me frankly that they were living off their fat. They 
are cashing in their war bonds. Many of them are sons of old 
miners who lived through month after month of strikes on “saw- 
mill gravy’—“water, flour and mighty little grease’—and bread. 
They are far from that point yet, they say, and they are determined 
to hold out. They are gardening, and raising chickens and pigs to 
help out. They are going fishing and playing checkers and domi- 


noes to pass the time. 

. . Once during the meeting a white miner 
Will Stick To Guns got up to mention the fact that some 
families were beginning to need help. No action was taken, as 
another speaker rose almost simultaneously to talk about how well 

“everybody was doing. 

It was plain to see that, whatever the effect of the strike on 
the nation, the miners are determined to stand by their guns. Going 
out, I asked John Hanratty, 67 years old and 43 years in the mines 
before he became part of labor’s leadership, whether or not the 
miner felt any sense of obligation to the public. 


The old Scotsman’s eyes flashed sparks. 


“Who .is ‘the public’?” he said. “I know who the employer is, 
and I know who the worker is, but I do not know ‘the public.’ 
To me the public is the man who wishes to buy cheap and sell 
high. The public does not care whether ownership makes a fair 
profit or the worker makes a living wage. The public is insatiate, 
greedy, concerned only with buying for less money, no matter how 
the worker may slave and starve, making cheap. goods.” 

That seemed to settle that, so I asked him if there was not a 
point beyond which Alabama mines could not go in the way of wage 
Increases and special awards without reaching a plane on which 
they could not compete with richer mines elsewhere. He said that 
was true, but that his Union in the South did not intend that point 
should ever be reached. 

Some say it has been reached already, but that is management's 
side of the story, and as such it must wait until tomorrow.

It is suspected that railroads are 
pushing it .to enable them to bol- 
ster up their shaky structure, debt- 
laden and inefficient, and thus 
protect the bankers and insurance 
companies -which have the big 
stake in railroads—in short, a 
bailing-out process.

THE PROPOSED “integration” 
program would require legislation. 
Included would be immunity from 
anti-trust laws for agreements 
among and between various agen- 
cies of transportation. 


The Bulwinkle bill, now pend- 
ing in the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, could well be 
the first step. According to Assist- 
ant Attorney General Wendell 
Berge its provisions for immunity 
are so broad that they would per- 
mit “rail carriers, highway car- 
riers, water carriers, pipe-line com- 
panies and freight forwarders, if 
approved by the Commission (the 
Interstate Commerce Commission) 
to enter into agreements, to or

“Approval of the wide scope of

AS A matter of fact—and this 
is an alarming development little 
known to ,the public—railroads 
have reached out already quietly 
in recent years to other forms of

JOSEPH and STEWART ALSOP ~* 
Through the Eyes of Stalin 


W ASHINGTON—Official reports reaching Washington from Mos 
cow have outlined two remarkable conversations between Generalis- 
simo Stalin and two of his Balkan supporters. In the course of each 
of these talks, Stalin made the same deeply significant statement. He 
emphasized that, in his opinion, the interests of the United States and 
the Soviet Union did not clash seriously in any area. He went on to 
say, however, that the clash of British and Soviet interests was ob- 


vious and universal. 


Moreover, there was, he felt, no real assurance 


that this clash of interests might not lead to war with Britain. 


The first of these conversations 
took place between Stalin and a 
Balkan Prime Minister. As if 


further to underline what he had 
said, Stalin then made the same 
statement during a personal talk 
with another eastern European of- 
ficial who was visiting Moscow. 

Stalin is no fool. He knows that 
the foreign diplomatic community 
in Moscow is a tightly bound little 
group, forced in upon itself by the 
total isolation in which all foreign- 
ers live in Russia. He knows 
further that any important state- 
ment of opinion which he may 
make is a pear] of the greatest pos- 
sible price to the foreign diplo- 
matic services. It can therefore be 
assumed that he knew that his 
remark would eventually reach 
both American and British ears, 
and that this was, in fact, his in- 
tention. At any rate, whether or 
not it was his intention, the state- 
ment deserves the closest possible 
consideration. For it lifts a corner 
on what is going on in the mind 
of the Russian dictator, and gives 
some inkling of how ghe world 
looks to him from his great offices 
|in the Kremlin. And on Stalin’s 
‘conception of the world’s future, 
ithe world’s future may largely de- 
| pend.

Russian scene, that Stalin’s con- 
ception of the world, and of Rus- 
sia’s future place in it, was block- 
ed out last fall at Sochi. At that 
time the story that Stalin was des- 
perately ill, and probably dying, 
was very widely believed. What 
in fact happened was that, after 
the desperate strain of the war, 
with its innumerable daily deci- 
sions, the great Dictator: found 
that he needed time to think. Ac- 
cordingly he retired to Sochi, and 
there, in his duge dacha, he cut 
himself off from the world.

Lenin, and emerged at last with 
the program for Russian remili- 
tarization and expansion which he 
has outlined in subsequent 
speeches.

WHAT THEN, is the Russian 
view of a safe and desirable 
world?

|United States. British influence 
‘in wurope would then cease, 
With Britain’s power struck down, 
the Soviet Union would dominate 
Europe, Asia, and through the 
European colonies, Africa also. 


In this connection, one aspect 
‘of the Moscow conference last au- 
tumn is peculiarly interesting. 
Before any progress could be 
made, the Russians insisted ve- 
hemently on assurances that 
American troops would be with- 
drawn from China in the near fu- 
ture. On the other hand, the Rus- 
sians accepted without too much 
resistance a subordinate position 
in Japan.

Home Lighting 
Not Dependent on 
Portable Lamps 


By WINIFRED WARE. 


“Our homes of tomorrow will 
be Jighted not only for seeing ade- 
quately and comfortably, they 
will have lighting which creates 
a background for beauty,” said 
Miss Myrtle Fahsbender, director 
of home lighting for the Westing- 
house Electric Corporation. 

In Atlanta to give an illustrated 
lecture on home lighting to mem- 
bers ‘and guests of the Illuminat- 
ing Engineering Society of Geor- 
gia, Miss Fahsbender discussed 
trends and recommended practices 
for home lighting. 

“Gone,” she said, “is the day 
when one merely picked out fix- 
tures and portable lamps and call- 
ed that sufficient lighting. Former- 
ly the lighting of a home was 
hardly thought of until the home 
was just about finished. Now we 
know that to get sufficient light in 
places where it will be most need- 
ed and used and to have beauti- 
fully arranged and diffused light- 
ing throughout the house, the 
rooms must be planned; good 
lighting cannot be an afterthought. 
Rooms that are beautifully lighted 
have long fingers of light tubes 
concealed behind cornice boards, 
window valances, about the fire- 
place, anywhere that light can be 
used to enhance the beauty «of 
wood paneling, wallpaper, paint- 
ings, or unusually beautiful pieces 
of furniture. We have demonstrat- 
ed in a number of well-planned 
rooms that lighting can be not 
only useful, but that the light, 
though not seen at all, can add 
immeasurable beauty to the room, 
enhancing its furnishings and dec- 
orations, pointing up its best fea- 
tures, giving warmth and radiance 
to the whole. 

“We do not think in terms of 
fixtures and portable lamps. in 
planning good lighting any more, 
though these may be useful in 
carrying out some decorative plan 
the best lighting is achieved by 
considering the total effect of in- 
direct lighting of the room as a 
whole. Lamps then may be used 
wherever they will be needed for 


specific purposes,’ concluded Miss
